"The causes for this condition of 


things demand serious attention. A 
failure to carry into politics the same 
kind of ethical standard which is ap- 
plied In matters of personal morals 
implies, as a rule, that there is some- 
thing in a people's political condition 
to whose understandings it has not 
fully grown up.
